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KILLED THE RIPPER 
IN A DEATH CHAIR 


ALLEGED WHITECHAPEL FIEND 
ELECTROCUTED. 


S H O E S O F F E R E D IN EV ID ENCE. 


Carl Zahm, Who Was Executed at 
Sing Sing Monday, Is Declared By 
His Lawyer to Have 
Been the 
Noted Monster 
Whose 
Crimes 
Startled the World. 


New York, April 28.—“Jack the Rip­ 
per” sat in Sing Sing’s death chair Mon­ 
day and was killed. His lawyer declared 
that the man executed was the fiend 
who set the world horror-stricken with 
his revel of blood in Whitechapel, and 
who was put out of existence for the 
murder of a woman. 
This remarkable criminal, who was 
electrocuted for killing Mrs. Johanna 
Hoffmann, defied the police of all the 
continents. 
He murdered when and 
where he chose. And now no detective is 
to reap the glory of bringing the worst 
assassin of the century to his doom. 
To a lawyer belongs the credit of re­ 
vealing the probable identity of the 
man who, as Carl Fiegenbaum, was 
executed Monday. 
As the murderer’s body was being 
carried from the death chair to the 
. autopsy-room, William Sanford Law­ 
ton, his counsel, who fought for more 
than a year and a half to save the life 
of his miserable client, made a state­ 
ment, declaring his full belief that 
Fiegenbaum was “Jack the Ripper,” 
author of many of the Whitechapel 
murders. And then he told the facts 
which led to that conclusion. Fiegen­ 
baum, or Zahm, had been all over Eu­ 
rope, and much of this country. 
He 
seemed on first acquaintance to be sim­ 
ple-minded, almost imbecile, yet the 
man was crafty beyond measure. He 
had means of his own, as was proved 
by a will he made before his death, 
yet he always professed extreme pov­ 
erty. Mrs. Hoffmann, who lived in two 
miserable rooms, with her son Michael, 
was very poor. Fiegenbaum hired one 
of the rooms for the merest pittance, 
promising to pay when he bad secured 
work. He lived there for two days. 
During the following night Michael 
Uoffpiann awoke to find the boarder in 
th e act of cutting his mother’s throat. 
Fiegenbaum ran at him, knife in hand, 
and the boy sprang out o>n a window 
ledge. Fiegenbaum stabbed the woman 
again, jumped from a rear window into 
an area, threw away the knife, and es­ 
caped.

Newport, Ky., April 28.—The Scott 
Jackson murder case was resumed Mon­ 
day morning. Jackson’s appearance 
was the source of much comment, and 
the feeling is prevalent that he will 
break down and make a confession. 
Detective Cal Crim was the first wit­ 
ness called. Witness was detailed on 
the Fort Thomas case by Chief Deitsch 
of Cincinnati. 
The witness noticed a 
lady’s footprint in the ground about 
ten feet from where the body lay. This 
would sustain the theory that Pearl 
Bryan was alive and walked to the 
place where she was murdered. Wit­ 
ness searched Jackson’s rooms after his 
arrest. Found the stockings, which have 
been identified as Pearl Bryan’s, behind 
Jackson’s trunk. Also found the blood­ 
stained cap secreted in a corner of a 
closet adoining Jackson’s room. Found 
two pairs ladies’ white kid gloves, three 
ladies’ handkerchiefs and a lady’s pock­ 
etbook in the trunk. 
These articles 
have been identified as having belonged 
to Pearl Bryan. 
Harry Hayes, a shoe merchant of 
Greencastle, sold Pearl Bryan a pair of 
shoes November 18, 1895. The witness 
described and identified the shoes found 
on the Fort Thomas victim as the ones 
sold to Miss Bryan. The witness sold 
Jackson a pair of shoes about a year 
ago. The defendant was requested to 
remove his shoes, and the witness iden­ 
tified them as the ones Jackson pur­ 
chased. Colonel Crawford then intro­ 
duced the shoes in evidence. Colone. 
Nelson asked what Jackson’s shoes had 
to do with the case, and Crawford re­ 
plied: 
“You will find out when the 
proper time comes.” 
Will Wood was recalled for further 
cross-examination by the defense. He 
admitted that a letter handed him was 
written by him to Jackson. He went 
to South Bend February 3, and wrote 
Jackson another letter. 
After having 
read the letters Judge Helm requested 
all the ladies in the court room to with­ 
draw while the letters were read to the 
jury.

Demonstrations in Honor of the Hero 
of Appomattox Are Held in Many

Galena, 111., April 28.—The old home 
of General Grant, and where 
as 
a 
humble tanner he earned his livelihood 
for many 
years 
before 
the 
war, 
paid appropriate tribute to the anni­ 
versary of the birth of tho “hero of the 
Appomattox.” 
In previous years the 
anniversary has been marked by spon­ 
taneous enthusiasm and tokens of re­ 
spect, and the celebration Monday was 
no exception to the rule. Business was 
generally suspended, the city in holi­ 
day garb and hundreds of visitors from 
other parts of the state, as well as 
from across the Iowa border, joined 
with Galena citizens in the celebration. 
A large delegation from Chicago ar­ 
rived about 12 o’clock. The events of 
the day were ushered in with a parade 
of citizens, 
municipal departments, 
Grand Army and secret and patriotic 
societies. 
Following this was a reunion of the 
survivors of the Twelfth Regiment of 
Illinois Volunteers. This was the regi­ 
ment in which Grant first enlisted. He 
was offered the captaincy of a company, 
but declined it, and General A. L. Chet- 
lain, now of Chicago, who was present, 
was chosen in his place. Jerry Simp­ 
son, of Kansas, is also one of the sur­ 
vivors of the Twelfth. The chief fea­ 
ture of the day’s programme was the 
massmeeting in the afternoon in Tur­ 
ner Hall, at which, 
after patriotic 
selections by the orchestra and au­ 
dience, ex-Congressman John C. Black,

for the northern district of Illinois, de­ 
livered the oration.

Washington, April 28.—The debate 
on the adoption of a rule brought in by 
the rules committee in the house Mon­ 
day for a vote on the Pickier general 
pension bill was rather sensational. 
Mr. Henderson, from the committee 
on rules, at 1:30 p. rn. brought in a spe­ 
cial order for the consideration of the 
Pickier pension bill for one and one- 
half hours under the five minute rule, 
the previous question then to be con­ 
sidered as ordered on the bill and pend­ 
ing amendments, with provision for a 
final vote today immediately after read­ 
ing the journal. 
Mr. Crisp (dem., Ga.) characterized 
the rule as a remarkable one. 
The 
practical consequence of the adoption 
of this rule would be to force the house 
to vote on the bill without amendment. 
Mr. Henderson said he made no dis­ 
guise of the fact that the purpose of the 
rule was to bring the bill to a vote. He 
said the situation in the senate must be 
taken into consideration and also the 
president in the white house, and urged 
all the friends of the old soldiers to 
stand by the bill as the best that could 
be written on the statute books at this 
time. 
Mr. Crisp reiterated his statement 
that the purpose of the bill was to de­ 
stroy the right of amendment, and fol­ 
lowed this with the charge that the bill 
had been framed, not by the committee 
on pensions, but by the leaders In con­ 
trol of the house, who had resolved that 
the house should pass the bill as drawn 
or nothing. 
The rule was adopted, 119 to 88. 
Thirty-four republicans voted against 
the adoption of the order. 
When the 
vote was announced, on motion of Mr. 
Cannon, chairman of the appropriation 
committee, the senate amendments to

curred in and the bill sent to confer­ 
ence.

It was the supreme court’s decision 
in the famous Edgerton “ bible cate 
which was first tried here, that ex­ 
pressly stated that secular instruction 
in the public schools was prohibited in 
Wisconsin, and caused the mailing of 
Superintendent Emery's circular. 
All 
attempts which are being made by 
partisan democrats to misconstrue the 
circular into a campaign document of 
the Bennett law order are harmless 
shafts, as it is but necessary to read 
the document to see what its import 
is es far from a Bennett law poster as 
can be 
imagined. 
The circular is 
just what it 
purports to b J, an inter­ 
rogatory as to whether there 
is any 
religious instruction being given in 
the district and country schools of the 
state. 
It was called 
forth in good 
faith from Mr. Emery by reports from 
various counties to the effect that un­ 
heeding teachers were giving religious 
instruction in some of the country

M O D E R N B R I G A N D A G E . 


R ichard 
M ansfield’s 
D efinition 
of 
a 
Form of B lackm ail on Travelers. 
From Harper’s Weekly: Mention was 
recently made in these columns of a 
speech of Mr. Richard Mansfield, in 
which he announced his intention of 
retiring from the stage. 
Mr. Mans­ 
field has since written a letter to the 
dramatic critic of the Chicago Times 
Herald, which is an interesting state­ 
ment of the reasons that have made 
the writer almost despair of his ch o sen 
profession, and that will account tv>> 
his giving it up, should he ultimately 
decide to do so. 
Mr. Mansfield’s rea­ 
sons for despair are three in number, 
the first being “snobbery” ; the sec­ 
ond, “the law in its relation to trav­ 
elers with effects”; and the third, “the 
decadence in popular taste for serious 
art.” 
Concerning the first point he 
says, “If you analyze the success of 
this play, or that star, you will general­ 
ly come upon snobbery or the prostitu­ 
tion of art to a degraded taste”; which 
is true enough, Heaven knows. Of the 
third point he says, epigrammatically, 
“We have now come upon the music 
hall age” ; which is also for the most 
part mournfully true. Upon the second 
point he enlarges at some length, and 
gives examples from his own expe­ 
rience. 
Trumped-up attachment pro­ 
ceedings. which amount simply to 
blackmail, constitute the grievance in 
this case, and a very real grievance it 
must be, to judge from what is said. 
Jones of Columbus is annoyed because 
Brown’s theater has been given the 
preference, and 
demands 
$300 dam­ 
ages. “At one o’clock in the morning 
some sheriff’s officers appear and seize 
my scenery, my baggage, arrest my 
manager, besiege my private car, ter­ 
rorize my wife, and handcuff some of 
my emr*1''veer. They brandish pistols 
in our fare? and use foul language. The 
ladies and gentlemen of the company 
stand about the depot in the cold night 
helpless. It is robbery of $300 or we 
cannot depart.” If Mr. Mansfield has 
not overstated the case he certainly 
deserves sympathy, and we can hardly 
wonder that 
he 
should 
have been 
tempted to escape such annoyances by 
giving up the profession he has done sa 
much to adorn.
